Fire station requests 
pricey security system 



Village board 
wants justification

The Antioch Village Board did not 
automatically approve a request by the 
Public Safety Director, Lee Shannon, for 
the lease of a $51,000 security "access" 
system for the fire station at the village 
board meeting. Even members of the 
Public Safety Committee seemed 
surprised by the lock's price tag. ' 

At the moment, the fire station has a 
digital key padlock system that has fallen, 
into disrepair. Shannon told the board the 
parts to repair the system arc no longer 
available. The proposed system would 
include computerized key tags, security, 
cameras, and computer printouts which 
would track the names of people who 
enter and leave the station. 

"We liked what Security Link has' 
proposed for us," said Shannon. "The 
system will keep a record of who is in the 
building and when " 



The unit would be leased from 
Security Link for a start-up cost of 
$17,833 and a yearly payment of $8,346 
for the next four years. The whole system 
would be an operational lease which could 
then be renewed at the end of the five year 
period. The total price tag for the lease is 
$51,217. 

Shannon told the board the key pad 
system is not secure and the codes are 
easily broken. 

"With the current system, we changed 
the codes," explained Shannon. "Some- 
one was able to get in the next day when 
he broke the code. He wasn' t even at thV 
meeting when the code was changed." 

The board, however, seemed 
unconvinced the fire station was in need of 
such extensive security. Shannon refused 
to cite specific examples of security 
problems at the station but, when pushed, 
admitted there is a problem. 

When asked directly if there had been 
some vandalism at the station, Shannon 
responded, "I choose not to talk about it in 
public. I would be happy to discuss it in 
(Continued on page 8)

The Board of Education for Emmons 
School adopted a resolution calling for a 
building addition referendum to be placed 
on the March ballot. Emmons School 
officials had a number of planned 
meetings to get the building referendum 
drive off the ground. .'. , 

At the preliminary meeting, which 
included school board members, Super- 
intendent Matt Tabor- and many parents, 
enrollment projections were presented to 
illustrate the need for 10 to 14 more 
classrooms. - ; 

Emmons School is one of the two 
single school independent districts in the 
Antioch area. The district has experienced 
a large increase in its enrollment this year. 
According to Tabor, the increases, arc a 
result of homeowner turn-over of existing 
homes and new homeowners in the Heron 
Harbor and Fairway Estates subdivisions. 



The estimated cost for the project is 
$1.5 million, however, voters will be 
asked to approve $1.4 million to be 
financed over a 15-year period. Impact 
fees of $110,000 collected over the past 
four years will be used to offset the costs. 

The campaign to inform the public of 
the details of the referendum will begin on 
Tuesday, Jan. 18, at 7 p.m. at the school. 
The public is invited to attend. Officials 
from voter registration will be on hand for 
residents who need this service. 

Emmons School seems to have a 
combination of involved parents and 
academic achievers. Parents, several 
months ago, gathered together to rebuild 
the playground at the school. The school 
also received excellent marks from the 
state when ranked in the state school 
report "cards. Emmons eighth-graders 
scores were up in all categories from last 
year as well as above the state averages .

Bird watchers begin year with binoculars

The scene could have been right out of 
the Alfred Hitchock movie "The Birds." 

At precisely 12:15 p.m. Saturday, hun- 
dreds, if not thousands of Canadian Geese 
left their resting spots along Third Lake. 

Dav,c Johnson and crew immediately 
reached for their telescopes and binoculars 
to record the types of birds who decided to 
call Third Lake home the first afternoon 
of 1994. 

"It is a large open-water habitat," 
Johnson said of Third Lake. Earlier, the 
bird counters were on the other side of 
Third Lake, where the new village hall is 



being built. 

Through the telescope, one can sec ducks 
hundreds of feet away. 

"I have been out since 5 a.m.," Scott 
FcrrcH of Antioch said.

Village board considers 
regulation of cable TV

The Anlioch Village Board lias 
authorized Village Attorney Kenneth 
Clark to investigate the possibility of 
regulating rate hikes under the 1992 Cable 
Television Act. Under the Act, a 
municipality may elect to regulate the 
amount of money that can be charged by 
the cable television company for Uie basic 
service and equipment. 

While municipalities arc not required 
to regulate these rates, it is expected dial 
the rates will jump when the rate freeze 
expires on February 15. If the local 
governmental body chooses not to 
regulate, there will be little limitation on 
how high dial rale increase could be. 

The problem with electing to regulate, 



however, is that the Act is yet one more 
"unfunded mandate " 

In order to regulate, the village must 
hold public hearings and pay personnel to 
evaluate die rale information provided by 
die cable company. 

The Village of Antioch is considering 
combining with other municipalities to 
offset the costs of regulating cable. By 
joining with other communities into a 
consortium, the costs of public hearings 
will be reduced. 

In addition to authorizing Clark to 
investigate, the board has instructed him to 
take whatever steps are necessary, 
including preparing an intent to file. 
According to Mayor Marilyn Shineflug, 
the intent must be Hied by Jan. 15.

Defeat of spending cuts 
bitter in the first session 




One of the 
bitter disappointments 
of the recently 
concluded First 
Session of the 103rd 
Congress was the 
defeat of the bi- 
partisan attempt to 
reduce government 
spending by $90 
billion over five 
years. Instead, 
President Clinton and 
the House Democratic 
leadership were able to marshal the forces 
necessary to defeat the significant, specific 
cuts proposed by Republican 
Congressman John Kasich of Ohio, the 
senior Republican member of the House 
Budget Committee, and Democrat 
Congressman Timothy Penny of Min- 
nesota; 

It has been reported that the President 
enlisted the help of his wife, cabinet 
members and Navy brass, among others, 
to defeat the House effort to chop the 
spending of taxpayer dollars. 

Last August, you'll recall, as he fought 
to gain congressional approval of his tax 
package, the largest in our history, the 
President promfscd he would follow 
through later in the year with significant 
spending cuts. He claimed the few. spend- 
ing reductions included in his bill with the 
huge tax increase, were only the .be- 
ginning. The President told the American 
people that more had to be done to cut 
government spending. 

■ But, when the Kasich-Penny legisla- 
tion to accomplish just such a goal went 
before the House, the President swung into 
action to kill cuts of that size. 

Naval officers were dispatched to the 
offices of House members whose congres- 
sional districts included Navy facilities 
that the Pentagon said would be closed or 
scaled back under the proposed 
legislation. 



Not one Republican voted for the 
President's tax package with its limited, 
cuts last summer. Mr. Clinton was able to 
gain a victory, by a one vote margin in the 
House, and only with the vole of Vice 
President Albert Gore in the Senate, by 
promising conservative Democrats thai he 
would provide further cuts in the fall. 

But the bipartisan coalition caught the 
President by surprise. The cuts proposed 
were far greater than what the Clinton 
White House had expected. 

Kasich-Penny also called for the elim- 
ination of 252,000 federal jobs. This was a 
follow-up to my move earlier in the month 
of November to cut the same number of 
jobs from the federal payroll in an effort to 
save $21 billion in federal spending. 

Although my proposal was adopted by 
the House on a 226-to-202 vote, it went 
down in defeat in a House-Senate confer- 
ence committee. The committee disre- 
garded the House vole instructing its con- 
ference committee members to insist upon 
including my amendment in the 
conference report. 

The Administration this year is ex- 
pected to propose a cut in jobs of the same 
size. However, the Crane Amendment and 
the Kasich-Penny legislation earmarked 
the savings for deficit reduction. The 
Clinton Administration merely wants to 
move the money from one federal pocket 
to another, allowing the savings lobe used 
for other spending. 

When one realizes that the $90 billion 
represented only a one percent cut in fed- 
eral spending, one wonders what 
happened to Candidate Clinton's call for a 
reduced deficit, and President Clinton's 
statement last summer that he wanted new, 
significant cuts in spending. 

Instead of approving the Kasich-Penny 
Amendment, the President successfully 
supported a weak package of cuts amount- 
ing to only $37 billion, a little more than a 
third of the bipartisan deficit cutting 
proposal.

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Several area petition Police Beat

While the petition challenge of county 
board candidate Ken Domanchuk is still 
pending in the courts, the outcome of all 
the other challenges have been decided. 

Several candidates for precinct 
committeemen arc now out of the race. 
Barbara Barnabcc of the 253 Precinct has 
been ruled out by (he electoral board, 
which is comprised of the county clerk, 
the clerk of the circuit court, and a deputy 
states attorney. 

Michael Karpclcs of the 369lh Precinct 
and Michael Haley of Precinct 3 have 
withdrawn from the race after their

petitions were challenged. 

The electoral board has granted a 
continuance for Domanchuk who is now 
facing a challenge to five signatures. On 
Monday, one of the original six challenged 
signatures was deemed valid. He 
requested a continuance because two of 
the individuals who signed the petition 
were on vacation and not able to appear 
until Wednesday. 

Domanchuk, who had obtained a total 
of 45 signatures has had seven struck 
because they were not registered voters in 
the district. With seven of them already 
ineligible, he is left with 38, which is three 
over the needed 35. 

However, Chris Peters, who has made 
the challenge, with her attorney Robert 



Long, will return to the 10th floor of (lie 
Lake Gounty Courthouse on Friday with a 
forensic handwriting analyst. On 
Wednesday signatures will be obtained in 
order to make a comparison. Peters is 
contesting an additional Five signatures. 
"I am disappointed that he got a 
continuance," said Peters. "I had hoped it 
would be resolved by now.*' 

Peters is a member of the Alliance for 
Belter Government, a political action 
group. The Alliance had originally 
inspected the petitions in order to verify 
their legitimacy. 

"Discrepancies were found on a 
county board candidate's petition as well 
as precinct committeemen petitions," said 
Carol Jonites, secretary for the Alliance. 
"These discrepancies were due to the 
signatures of non-registered voters in the 
district as wells as multiple signatures by 
the same person." 

The group's goals include encouraging 
citizens to become more actively involved 
in local government. By challenging the 
petitions, the group hopes to send' a 
message to local politicians that residents 
of Uic community intend to take a more 
active stance in the election process. 

"The Alliance for Better Government 
encourages citizens of the community to 
become actively involved in the political 
electoral process," explained Roy 
Sackschewsky, chairman of the Alliance. 
"One of our objectives is to attain an open 
government that is responsive to its 
citizens."

Never weary to uphold their t 
convictions, two members from the 
McHcnry branch of Concerned Citizens 
for the Continuation of the Agency 
committee (CCCA) and a duo from the 
Lake County, side lead a gathering at the 
historic hotel with ahout 25 residents. 

Jerry Cordrcy and Chuck Miller came 
in from McHcnry' s CCCA, and Pete 
Jakslas and Woodrow "Woody" 
Bocdeckcr joined in with Lake County's 
plea to keep die agency open. The agency 
may sec its last day Dec. 31 of 1994. 

A sunset clause ending after the 10 
years is up, seemed like a far cry away 
when the agency was formed in 1984. 

"We need an initiative," Dr. William 
C. Dam, agency chairman said. "Voting 
gives lawmakers latitude." 

Residents will vole on a March 15 
referendum to keep the agency 
operational. 

"We're looking to educate people who 
can vote in the primary," Cordrey said. 
The committeeman gave a little lesson. 
Cordrcy explained that if the agency is 
terminated, money collected by user fees 
would go to die state, and could be used in 



any waterway they choose. 

"We feel it more feasible to collect the 
money here and use it here," said Cordrey. 

Jakslas, owner of die Mincola Marina 
and Hotel said thai he couldn't stress 
enough that people have to understand dial 
nodiing comes from their pockets when il 
comes to keeping the agency alive. 

"It docs not come oul of real estate tax. 
Only the people who use the Chain and 
pay Uie user fees," said Jakstas. 

The meeting at the Mincola was the 
first for the McHcnry CCCA, which is still 
in the process of gathering members. 
"We're pulling together a committee over 
here to raise money for educational and 
promotional material for the referendum," 
Cordrey said. 

According to Jakslas, currently a 
complete map of both McHcnry and Lake 
County voters will be composed in order 
to target those residents. In the last 
primary around 8,000 people voted, said 
Jakstas. 

The agency group also plans to carry 
out a telephone poll. 

A meeting of the McHcnry group was 
to be held Jan. 5 to discuss how the newly 
formed team can gel ready for a 
referendum. 

On Jan, 7 at noon at Docker's on 33 
W. Grand Ave., Fox Lake, both sides will 
mcci again along with legislators, who 
have the final say on the agency.

New ordinance will require 
disclosure of ownership

executive session." 

"I do not know of security problems to 
warrant (his type of system," said Trustee 
Mabel Weber. "Why is this system so 
necessary V 

Mayor Marilyn Shineflug suggested 
that if the problem is a personnel issue, it 
would be appropriate to discuss it in an 
executive session. The board then agreed 
it would be discussed at the executive 
session prior to the next village board 
meeting on Jan. 17 at 7 p.m. 

"We arc talking about taxpayer 
money, justifying spending $10,000 a 
year," cautioned Trustee Don Amundsen. 
"We better have a major problem if we arc 
going to spend $10,000 a year on 
security." 

If the Security Link package is 
approved, the Village of Antioch would 
pick up half the lab wliilc the Fire 
Protection District would pay the rest.

According to Shannon, the Fire Protection 
board has already approved the plan. 

Representatives from Security Link 
were present at die meeting and explained 
the security features and leasing program 
to the board. The board was told the lease 
term could be extended, and if the board 
was not happy with the negotiated terms 
of the new lease, upon expiration, the 
village could drop the entire service. Of 
course, as one trustee pointed out, the 
taxpayers would then be out $51,000 and 
the fire station would have no security 
system. 

Security Link representatives also told 
the board 27 municipalities use some 
variation on the system. 

"This system provides effective 
control measures as well as life safety," 
said Dave Thomas of Security Link. "It 
provides a computerized printout of who 
comes in and oul of the building as well as 
a visual record."

Retain water agency 



Plan March advisory 
referendum to assist 
legislators in deciding if 
bureau will continue. 

In a state noted for a multiplicity of 
governmental units, the Chain 
O'Lakes/Fox River Water Management 
Agency ranks as most unusual. It has no 
taxing power, officers serve without pay 
and the agency was given a definite life 
when authorized by an act of the Illinois 
General Assembly a decade ago. 

Enabling legislation provided that the 
Water Management Agency come up for 
review in 10 years. The "sunset" proviso 
was one of the compromise conditions 
agreed upon by the agency's "father," 
former State Sen. Jack Schaffer. 

It is highly doubtful whether the agency 
would have come into being without the 
sunset provision, a rarity in Illinois law. 
Not only did the agency have a unique and 
duplicative purpose — improving water 
quality on the Chain and providing for 
better safety — but the very presence of 
another governmental agency was viewed 
as a threat and potential obstruction by 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation, Dept. 
of Conservation and other entrenched 
bureaucracies. 

Combining his legislative skill and 
local knowledge, Schaffer reasoned 
correctly that the agency would offer a 
fresh, innovative approach to dealing with 
the myriad problems besetting the state's 
largest and most heavily used recreational 
body of water. 

The fact that the Water Management 

Agency would challenge existing 

. authority and provide a means for dealing 

with pollution, cleaning up the 

environment and bringing order out of

chaos resulting from the multi- 
jurisdiction al approach dealing with 
problems ranging from silting to no wake 
zones for fishing, is precisely why the 
agency was needed so badly and why it 
has taken nearly 10 years to achieve a 
modicum of success. 

Now that the time is at hand according 
to statutes to review the agency, the 
question has to be asked whether the 
General Assembly should extend the life 
of the Water Management Agency. In 
our opinion, the answer is a resounding 
"yes." With limited funding and dealing 
with mountains of governmental red tape, 
not to mention public skepticism, the 
agency now is at the point where it can 
conduct meaningful dredging programs 
and provide unquestioned professional 
expertise in water management ^as it 
relates to flooding, recreational needs and 
elimination of pollution. 

Officials of the non-tax supported unit 
have targeted the March primary to 
conduct an advisory referendum in the 
areas of Lake and McHenry counties 
where the agency has jurisdiction. Their 
intent is to provide the General Assembly 
with a positive direction from electors on 
extending the life of the agency which is 
due to go out of business later in 1994 
unless legislative action is taken. 

Voters in the areas along the river and 
surrounding the Chain will be asked a 
simple question on whether the life of the 
agency should be continued. A citizens 
committee has been organized to provide 
eligible voters with the information they 
need to make an informed decision. We 
wish committee members well and offer 
them the support of this newspaper to 
spread the word why the Water 
Management Agency should be continued.

For those who clamor for the mystique 
and power of an original muscle car the 
new J AC Cobra 427 is a replica of the *66 
427 Cobra. 

Lyons and Ryan of Anttoch is 
presently the only dealer in Lake, Cook 
and McHenry Counties to sell these 
exclusive vehicles. The uniqueness of the 
product is it's a replica sold intact, ready 
to be driven, with emissions and can be 
titled easily, according to Ted Berg of 
Lyons and Ryan. 

"If you buy a kit car you can expect to 
pay $50,000 to 60,000," Berg said. "If it's 
not EPA certified it's tough to get it titled. 
You can buy a kit for $35,000 but you 
have to build it yourself. You have to 
perform or pay for the labor and find a 
power plant," Berg said. 

With the Cobra, a licensed dealer is 
selling the car, it has a 24,000 mile 
bumper to bumper warranty and the car 
comes completely intact The cars arc built 
by Excalibur, a leader in the restoration 
car market, and supplied with a high- 
output 302 V-8 Mustang engine. 

"It's meticulously assembled. It's all 
hand built down to the molds on the 
fiberglass," Berg said. 

The reproduction vehicle is similar to 
the original except it has five more inches 
of leg room, a narrower tunnel, adjustable 
leather bucket seats, a padded dash and 



enlarged doors. 

The potential buyers for the car arc 
road enthusiasts and classic car buffs, 
according to Berg. 

"The high end users, the people 
interested in performance and classic car 
buffs these are some of the people who are 
Cobra fanatics. People will come from all 
over. We will have people coming in from 
as far as California," Berg said. 

The power is supplied by the Ford 5.0 
litre, 302 V-8 with a 225 horsepower 
engine. Excalibur mounts a fiberglass 
body on the top of a heavy gauge, square 
tube ladder-style frame and a custom 
tubular front coil exhaust 

Some of the original Cobra's arc 
selling for as high as $250,000 or more 
depending on the condition. Most of them 
are being used for racing, according to 
Berg. 

Excalibur will make only 160-180 
Cobra's a year worldwide. Lyons and 
Ryan got the contract largely because of 
its reputation and the fact they sold the 
original models. Excalibur has been 
making restoration cars since 1964.

A Cobra retails from $51,000 to

The 
pharmaceutical production might just be 
icing on the cake. 
Ameritech 

The local phone company has just an- 
nounced they will have a 2-1 split payable 
Jan. 24, 1994. In addition, they raised the 
quarterly dividend four percent to 96 cents 
a share. With the current market price of 
around $80 a share, this provides a yield 
of 4.7 percent. 

Earnings arc expefcted to grow 
steadily, if unspcctacularly from 1992's 
$5.02 to 1993's expected $5.45 to 1994's 
$5.65. 

The question mark surrounding 
Ameritech is what effect the competition 
on local access is going to have as they 
look towards long distance, and cable sys- 
tems.

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Faculty initiates renaming of school to honor Finch 



A ground swell of faculty and student 
support at the University of Health Sci- 
ences/The Chicago Medical School re- 
sulted in the renaming of the university in 
honor of Herman M. Finch, effective Jan. 
1. 

The announcement of the Herman M. 
Finch University of Health Sciences/The 
Chicago Medical School marks the first 
time in academic history that a medical 
school has been renamed in honor of a 
chairman of board of trustees and CEO at 
the initiation of its faculty. 

Finch, who will be 80 in July, serves 
as chairman of the board of trustees and 
CEO and has dedicated more than 45 
years of service to the institution. The 
university has become a leader in 
American medical education as a direct 
result of Finch's leadership and vision. 

His involvement with the institution 
dates back to 1948 when he became a 
member of the Chicago Medical School 
board of governors. In 1951 Finch was 
elected to the board of trustees and in 
1966 was named chairman. When he as- 
sumed the chairmanship, the school had a 
reverse net worth of $3 million. Today, the 
university operates on a balanced budget 
and its net worth has grown to $81 
million. 

According to Executive Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Richard A. 
Hawkins, Ph.D., the idea to rename the 
University in Finch's honor quickly 
became a major movement among the 
faculty. "The renaming of this institution 
represents the gratitude of the board of 



trustees, faculty, alumni, students and 
administration to Herman Finch. His 
devotion to the university since 1948 has 
been an inspiration to everyone in our 
university community." 

In 1965 the National Advisory Com- 
mission on Health Manpower, established 
by President Lyndon Johnson, concluded 
that the nation's health care system, espe- 
cially the manner in which health services 
were delivered, was in a state of crisis. 
However, the blue-chip commission was 
not able to develop the needed recommen- 
dations to remedy this crisis. It only called 
for "voluntary acceptance of respon- 
sibility" and that the resources of various 
public and private organizations, including 
educational institutions, "be applied to 
reshape effectively the health care sys- 
tem." 

In response to the commission's re- 
port, Finch pioneered the concept of a 
university of health sciences — a university 
devoted entirely to the health sciences and 
not subject to the priorities of a parent 
institution. Within this environment, the 
concept of a health team was established, 
in which the physician leads a team of

Just two 
years later, Finch's vision was realized 
through the creation of the University of 
Health Sciences. 

"Mr. Finch has been a pioneer of 
American medical education since 1948. 
His founding of the first university of 
health sciences in the U.S. inspired a 
number of medical schools around the 
country to adopt a similar structure, 
mainly adding graduate and related health 
programs to the medical school base," 
added Hawkins. 

According to the board of trustees, 
administration, faculty, students and 
alumni, Finch has been the driving force 
behind the university's success, His mon- 
umental contributions have come through 
his ability to recruit high-caliber trustees, 
faculty and administrators and build 
teams, his vision for the university, his 
uncanny fund-raising skills, and his untir- 
ing dedication and commitment to serving 
others. 

A native of Russia, Finch immigrated 
to the U.S. at the age of 6 and was raised 
in Omaha, Neb. After his education at the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha, he did 



postgraduate work at University of 
Chicago and Columbia University. He 
also attended the Hebrew Theological Col- 
lege in Chicago for three-and-a-half years. 
Finch founded his own industrial man- 
agement consulting firm in 1943 and left 
the company in 1978 to devote his efforts 
full time to the university as its working 
board chairman. 

Finch's motivation and philosophy, as 
stated by him at a board of trustees meet- 
ing: "The constant awareness that I arrived 
as a child to a land of freedom from a land 
without liberty and opportunity has 
evoked within me both ambition and 
humbleness. The ambition to strive for all 
that is possible in this land is tempered by 
humbleness and gratitude— thus the desire 
to give thanks in the form of service to 
others." 

Based in North Chicago, The Herman 
M. Finch University of Health Sci- 
ences/The Chicago Medical School is a 
private, independent institution committed 
to educating men and women for profes- 
sional careers in health care, teaching and 
research. In addition to its medical school, 
Finch University consists of the School of 
Graduate and Postdoctoral Studies and the 
School of Related Health Sciences.

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COURT ADVOCATES TO HELP 
TROUBLED CfflLDREN 
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Learning about CASA

An effort which began 20 years ago in 
Seattle is now in Lake County. 
Some 50 individuals will begin three 
Saturdays of intensive training in 
February. The group will become the first 
volunteers of CASA - Court Appointed 
Special Advocates for Children. 

"I work for the judge/' said Diane 
Friese, organizer of the effort. 

"Having a volunteer for every child in 
the court system is our objective," Friese 
told' Grayslake Exchange Club members. 

Fricse learned details of how to set up 
a 5013 C program, and with the support of 
Lake County Board members Larry 
Lcafblad of Highland Lake, Martha Marks 
of Dccrficld, and club member Monika 
O'Connor, the group sought support from 
a judge. Lake County Associate Judge 
Margaret Mullen, who is in charge of the 
court system for juveniles in Lake County, 
gave her backing. 

This was in February. Since, bylaws 
and governmental paperwork were taken 
care of and a 12- member board was 
formed. 

"The most important thing was a 
Judge wanted us. A CASA program can 
only go into a courtroom if a judge orders 
it," Friese said. 

Each year in the United States, 
millions of children arc abused, neglected 
or abandoned by families. More than 
430,000 of them arc removed from their 
homes and placed in foster care or 
institutions. 



The juvenile court system can be for 
those until age 21. CASA acts as an in- 
tervening agency to provide a safe place 
for these youngsters. 

"We have now been given four cases 
by the judge. We have Four volunteers 
who have been trained in Cook County. 
Each one has been assigned a case. It is a

real testing ground for the CASA pro- 
gram," Fricse said. 

When a CASA volunteer is appointed 
to a child's case, he or she is responsible 
for taking the time to find out as much as 
possible about the child. CASA volunteers 
review records, interview parents, talk to 
teachers and the child. Recommendations 
arc given to the judge. 

O'Connor said she became involved as 
a volunteer treasurer. "They have excep- 
tional trainers, ' ' she said. 

O'Connors goal is a child abuse 
prevention center in Lake County. 

Barbara Mayerhofer, also an Exchange 
Club member, will be learning the CASA 
method in February. 

For those/who would like to volunteer, 
contact Fricse at the CASA Waukcgan of- 
fice, 360-2929. Background checks arc 
done for all volunteer candidates. 
"When [I get a case, 1 see when a court date 
is. Usually it is one to two hours a week," 
Fricse said. 

A letter is sent to the family saying a 



court order has been issued to interview 
them. "They do not have to do it if they do 
not want to. When they realize we are 
looking out for the best interest of their 
child and it is in their best interest to be 
reunited with that child, they are more 
than happy to give us permission," Friese 
said. 

Volunteers come from all walks of life. 
Once accepted, they may learn about 
courtroom procedure, social service and 
the juvenile justice system and special 
needs of children that have been abused 
or neglected.

Remember the "Orient Express?" It still makes its runs 
between Venice and Paris and is more magnificent than 
ever.

Tyler brings with him a 
lifetime of experience in 
traditional folk music and 
dancing. 

Dianna Monte, Adler' s 
executive director, says 
Tyler is a "real match" for 
what the center was look- 
ing for. "Paul is very solid 
and very interested and 
very talented/' she adds. 

Prior to coming to the 
Libertyville center, the 43-. 
year-old Tyler had been 
curator of collections and 
exhibitions at the Old 
Town School of Folk Music 
in Chicago, But his 
commitment goes back 



much farther. 

He was first immersed 
in the folk music tradition 
as a child growing up in a 
rural Indiana farming 
community where folk 
dancing was the standard 
fare at almost every social 
event. Since then, he 
. learned to play the guitar, 
fiddle and mandolin, and 
has given workshops and 
lectures on folk music. He 
also produced a program 
on traditional music on an 
Indiana public radio 
station. The Chicago resi- 
dent also has been an ac- 
tive folklorist since 1979, 
doing field research on the 
traditions and history of 
folk music and dance. 

He calls his lure to folk 
music as a "passion." "It's 



not just an avocation, it's a 
vocation," he says. 

As programming direc- 
tor for folk music at Adler, 
Tyler will be in charge of 
developing concerts and 
other activities at the 
center. 

Several special events 
are planned. One, the "In 
the Tradition" scries, Is 
being made possible with a 
grant from the National 
Endowment from the Arts. 
It is a series of six concerts 
that feature musicians 
from the region and their 
cultures.

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Doctors warn residents to prepare for cold weather 



"Preparing for winter's arrival means 
becoming familiar with. the common 
maladies that affect people due to the 
cold. Recognizing when a problem is 
beginning is the first step in seeking treat- 
ment," warns Dr. Craig Dean, director of 
Condcll Medical Center's Emergency 
DcpL 

Dr. Dean says, "Frostbite is by far the 
most common cold weather emergency, 
especially for skiers, runners, joggers and 
walkers who continue to exercise 
outdoors." 

Frostbite is damage to skin tissue as a 
result of overexposure to cold tem- 
peratures. In most cases it is a relatively 
harmless condition if cared for promptly. 
If neglected though, frostbite cases can 
have very serious consequences, such as 
the loss of the affected body part 

Isolated body parts, for example, the 
cars, fingers, nose and feet arc the most 
common targets of frostbite. It begins 



with an exposure to prolonged or intense 
cold. Skin quickly turns red and inflamed 
before taking on a gray or mottled white 
appearance. The person will experience 
stinging and burning initially, then a pins- 
and-nccdlcs sensation. Finally, if left un- 
treated, the affected part will become still 
and numb. Frostbitten body parts should 
be handled very gently. The severity of 
frostbite is divided into three grades: 

First degree: Frostnip, Numbness and 
whitening of the skin with little likelihood, 
of blistering if rewarmed promptly. 

Second degree: Superficial frostbite. 
The outer skin feels hard and frozen but 
the tissue underneath will have normal 
resilience. Blistering is likely. 

Third degree: Deep frostbite. The 
tissue will be white or blotchy and blue. It 
will be hard and very cold.

Rewarm the area 
quickly, cover a nose or ear wim a warm 
hand; place a frostbitten hand in the 
opposite armpit If getting to a hospital is 
not possible, immerse a frostbitten 
extremity in warm water kept at a con- 
stant 100 to 105 degrees. Afterwards, 
protect against bruising or rubbing; keep 
the rewarmed limb warm and elevated 
until you can And medical attention. 

Do not rewarm the area if there is any 
chance of it rcfrcezlng. Much more 
damage is done by refreezing. In 
wilderness situations, it is better to walk 
out with a frozen foot st ill Ln the boot than 
to attempt re warming. If you have the 
option, do not use the frozen limb as 
pressure does increase tissue damage. 
Keep the body's core temperature up. 
Wrap the frozen area in a blanket or soft 
material to prevent bruising and keep the 
frozen area elevated if possible. Most 
frozen limbs can be saved with prompt 



quality care. 

The following guidelines arc things to 
avoid when treating frostbite: 

• Don't rub snow on a frostbitten part 

• Don't massage or rub the area. 

• Don't allow a thawed extremity to 
retrceze. 

• Don't allow the patient to smoke or 
drink alcoholic beverages. 

Prevention 

Stay dry and out of the wind when in 
extreme cold and cover areas of exposed 
skin. Keep the body's core temperature 
up. Wear mittens rather than gloves. 
Don't drink alcohol or smoke when in 
extreme cold. Apply a good silicone lotion 
to areas exposed to the cold, I.e. face, 
neck.

New law will prevent 
bad weather accidents 
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Many motorists aren't 
aware of a new law that re- 
quires drivers to turn their 
headlights on whenever bad 
weather forces them to use 
their windshield wipers, ac- 
cording to Sen.- Dick 
Klcmm (R-McHcnry 
County). 

"In rainy weather, like 
we've been having far too 
much of lately, it's often 
hard to sec oncoming cars 
if they don't have their 
lights on. This law is 
directed at making the 
roads safer and preventing 
accidents,". Klcmm said. 
"With all the rain this 
summer, I've noticed a lot 
of motorists on the road 
declining to use their 
headlights. They should be 
aware that after Jan! 1, it 
will be die law." 

The law requires the 
use of headlights when 
rain, snow, fog, or odicr 
conditions require the use 
of windshield wipers: Most 
states require headlights 
when visibility is restricted. 
Florida, Georgia, Rhode Is- 
land and Tennessee require 
headlights in rain or in- 
clement weather.

Grayslake car wash 
rapist pleads guilty

Donald Sams pleaded guilty to three of 
1 1 counts against him for the kidnapping, 
attempted murder and rape of a 26-year- 
old female car wash customer on Oct. IS. 
Sams, a former resident of Wildwood, 
was an employee of the Shell gas station 
on the corner of Routes 120 and 45 in 
Grayslake when the attack occurred. 

According to police, Sams shut Uic car 
wash machine off while a female customer 
was inside. Sams then entered the car 
wash and forced his way into the 
woman's car. The victim was raped, 
repeatedly stabbed, and left for dead in the 
trunk of the car. Sams then parked her 
car in a lot near the car wash and went 
back to work. After he. left her, the victim 
was able to escape by forcing her way 
through die truck to Uic back seat. 

The guilty plea came as a surprise to 
Grayslakc's interim police chief Conrad 
Gutraj. 

"I went to die Stale's Attorney's office 
to review Uic case," said Gutraj. "When I 



got dicrc I found out diat die defendant 
was already before the judge pleading 
guilty to three of die 1 1 charges." 

Sams, who appeared before Judge 
Raymond McKoski in Lake County is 
eligible to receive a maximum of 120 
years in prison. He pleaded guilty to one 
count each of attempted first-degree 
murder, aggravated criminal sexual 
assault, and aggravated kidnapping. The 
guilty pleas were not a result of a plea 
bargain. 

"There was an offer made and 
rejected," said the attorney for the 
prosecution, Randic Bruno. "There have 
been no negotiations." 

On Monday, Sams was once again in 
front of die judge on die remaining eight 
charges. He is to return to court on 
Wednesday. At this time, no decision has 
been made concerning the balance of die 
charges against him. 

McKoski has ordered a pre-sentence 
investigation and the sentencing hearing is 
scheduled for Feb. 1.

Coordinating the efforts to get the mes- 
sage to the voters will be Fred Foreman of 
Gurncc. Foreman said there will be a 
"concentrated effort" between now and 
March. The committees are being formed. 

County board committee approval was 
expected Tuesday and the full county 
board anticipated a Thursday vote. 
Chairman Robert Depke said he has the 
12 votes needed for passage. 

Cost of the bond issue would be an in- 
crease of 5.8 percent hike in the lax cap. 
The cost per $150,000 house would be 
$12 annually. 

If the resolution for an increase in the tax 
is passed, construction could begin in 
1996. . 

Foreman said the juvenile justice system 
was considered for improvement when the 
Robert A. Babcox Justice Center was be- 
ing planned. 

A new 36-bed detention facility would 
replace the present 18-bed facility in 
Waukegan. The comprehensive program 
would include what officials term a 
"refined version of SMART - Structured 
Military and Residential Treatment 
Program for youth 16 to 19. Some 22 beds 
would be available for SMART par- 
ticipants. The "boot camp" system cm- 
ploys exercise, cducadon, treatment and 
public service. 

Waller said the new facility will serve the 
county undl the year 2010. 

"What is at stake here is quality of life 
and the public safety of Lake County. I 
believe, and the citizens of Lake County 
believe, that the children of Lake County 
arc worth Uic investment," Waller said. 



Some 47 additional staffers are antici- 
pated. 

Lake County Chief Judge John 
Goshgarian said police officers are 
frustrated by the lack of space at Hulsc 
House. That facility was built in 1956 and 
remodeled in 1978. 

He pointed out die state's juvenile court 
system has been characterized as being 



"in a crisis." 



"In Lake County, widi 600,000 residents, 
we have a detention facility with 18 
beds," Goshgarian said. 

In 1978, society vr" far less violcnL 

"Today we deal with gangs, guns and 
drugs," the judge said. 

"There has been no additional space al- 
lotted to the county's juvenile justice sys- 
tem since. We have been sending kids all 
of the country and at great expense. We 
can keep the kids here in our own system a 
whole lot cheaper. It is time to bring them 
home. 

"We must be at the forefront to repair a 
system now overwhelmed by increasing 
caseloads. It is important for us to act now 
to implement planned improvements to the 
Lake County juvenile justice system," 
Depke said. 

Lake County Sheriff Clinton Grinncll, 
Regional Superintendent of Schools 
Edward Gonwa and Lake County Board 
members Robert Buhai and Audrey 
Nixon, whose finance. and judicial. com- 
mittees considered the tax increase 
Tuesday, supported die measure. 

By-partisan political support came from 
Republican chairman Robert Churchill (R- 
62) and Terry Link, Democratic party 
chairman. 

"We will need some resources. We're not 
magical. Finding the perpetrators is. 
sometimes not half as hard as what we do 
with them after they arc caught," John 
Ward said. Ward, chief of Gurncc police, 
is head of the Lake County Police Chiefs 
Association.

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Questions, answers to understand current tax laws 



To help taxpayers better 
understand how current tax 
law affects their 1993 tax 
liability, the Illinois CPA 
Society provides answers to 
" questions taxpayers have 
been asking. 

■ Q. My husband and I 
have a joint taxable In- 
come of $150,000. Are we 
subject to a retroactive tax 
Increase as a result of the 
new tax law? 

A. Yes.* A new 36 
percent tax rate — up from 
31 percent — applies to 
taxable incomes in excess 
of $140,000 for married 
couples filing jointly. 
Similarly, the 30 percent 
rate applies to taxable in- 
comes in excess of . 
$11 5,000 for single indi- 
viduals, in excess of - 
$127,500 for heads of 
household, and in excess of 
$70,000 for married 
individuals filing separate 
returns. 

Q. What Is the highest 
taxrate for 19937 

A. As a result of a new 
10 percent surtax imposed 
on taxable income over 



$250,000 for singles, heads 
of household, and married 
individuals filing jointly 
($125,000 for married 
individuals filing separate 
returns), the top individual 
tax rate has been raised to 
39.6 percent. 

Q. What if I can't pay 
all my taxes by April IS? 

A You'll get a break 
from the IRS, provided that 
the retroactive tax increase 
is the reason you can't 
meet your tax liability. In 
this case, you have the 
option to pay your taxes in 
three equal, interest-free 
installments, beginning on 
or before the due date 
(without extensions) of 
your 1993 tax return, with 
subsequent payments 
made on an annual basis 
over the next two years. 

. However, if you're not 
subject to the new, higher 
tax rates and can't meet 
your tax liability by April 
15, you will owe interest on 
any tax not paid by the 
regular date of your return. 
You may also be subject to 
a late payment penalty. 



Q. We lost $20,000 this 
year on the sale of our 
home as a result of the poor 
real estate market I know: 
that gains can be deferred 
by buying another house of 
equal value within two 
years of the date of sale, but 
Is there any way to write off 
the loss? 

A No. When you suffer 
a loss on the sale of your 
principal residence, the IRS 
doesn't give you any tax 
relief. 

' Q. During the last six 
months, my mother has 
lived with my husband 
and me, and we have paid 
for her food, clothing and 
other expenses. Can we 
claim her as a dependent 
on our tax return? 

A. You may claim her 
as a dependent if you meet 
the following criteria: (1) 
you provided over 50 per- 
cent of your mother's 
support for the year; (2) 
your mother's gross in- 
come was less than $2,350; 
(3) your mother does not 
file a joint return; and (4) 
your mother is a U.S. 



citizen, national, resident, 
or a resident of Canada or 
Mexico. 

However, be aware that 
dependency exemptions 



are phased out for high 
income taxpayers. For joint 
filers, the phase-out begins 
when your adjusted gross - 
income reaches $1 62,700.
